Hay  entries  must 
be  securely  bound  in  a tied  cardboard  box.  A minimum  of  1/2  a square 
bale  is  required.  Loose  hay  will  not  be  accepted.  Silage  entries  must 
be  submitted  in  an  airtight  container,  minimum  2 kg  (5  lbs),  preferably 
frozen.  PLEASE  clearly  label  the  sample(s)  with  your  name,  address, 
crop  kind,  cut,  and  class.

to  farmers:  Roundup-Ready 
canola  (Quest),  Liberty  Link  canola 
(Independence  and  Innovator)  and 
Smart  canola  (45A71  46A72). 

These  Argentine  canola  varieties 
provide  farmers  with  an  alternative 
to  manage  difficult  perennial  weeds 
(Roundup),  or  vary  herbicide 
rotations  (Liberty  is  in  group  10),  or 
provide  longer  in  season  control  of 
weeds  like  chickweed  (Pursuit  or 
Odyssey).
